How did it happen that a city official continued. to draw 
his salary for months after the office wag abolished by 
ordinance? 

There is an elaborate system of checks by which depart- 

ents are supposed to restrain and control each other. 
ea item of expense is referred to some ordinance author- 
izing it. Warrants, checks, vouchers and payrolls are signed, 
countersigned and approved by various officials whose busi- 
ness it is to know that what they sign and approve is au- 
thorized by the law. . 

The system of checks does not check. If one such steal can 
“get by” the Corptroller, the Auditor, the Treasurer and the 
other officials, why can not a hundred or a thousand? 

This incident, petty as it is, reveals a condition of affairs 
in the City Hall which would bankrupt any corporation or 
business firm. And the pity of it is that it has impoverished 
the city. 

Train robbery is bad, but it is not worse than syndicate 
robbery. The West is not much wickeder than other sections.

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PROPOSED LINDELL GRAB. 


A bill is before the City Council the provisions of which 
would give the I.:ndell Railroad Company the right to monop- 
olize the street car traffic of half the city of St. Louis for 
fifty-seven years, authorizing the company to take in the 
Missouri Railway system and other lines, which would make 
the combined tracks aggregate in the neighborhood of 100 
miles. 

The compensation offered by the company for this ex- 
tremely valuable franchise is graded, beginning with $25,000 
a year for the first, fifteen years and increasing yee $45,000 
a year for the last ten. 

This means that the company offers a rental for the fran- 
chise beginning at about $2.50 per mile per annum and increas- 
ing to about $409 per mile per annum, which is the highest 
payment offered. 

The street railways of Toronto, Canada, pay the city for 
their franchise $300 per mile per annum, besides giving cheap 
workingmen’s tickets during certain hours. 
efhe objections to the prgposed Lindell bill are that the term 
of the franchise is mu too long and the compensation 
offered is inadequate. 

If a franchise for fifty years and over is granted a St. Louis 
street car company with five-cent fares, long before the ex- 
piration of the term we shall see other cities enjoying three- 
cent fares. 

And why should St. Louis, which is so very much larger 
than Toronto, get a Fower rental for much more valuable 
privileges? :

Sotisa’s music is sifted now before it 
reaches the audience. It may not be 60 
with all the music, but the deep notes of 
the big tubas and bass horns are broken up 
and diverted before they are allowed to 
bogm and reverberate against the roof. 

This has been arranged by Manager 
Gaiennie, who has for the time betme 
turned lineman and gone into the telephone 
wire business. 

He has had wires drawn across the Coll- 
seum from north to south over the stage 
where the band plays. The wires are the 
regulation copper telefhone wires and are 
drawn abcat eight inches apart. They are 
not all in place yet, and there are gaps 
where stray notes wander through and get 
up small echoes for themselves, but the 
entire system will soon be ready, and there 
will be a complete cover of wire over the 
stage on which the band is located. 

The effect of the wires already in place 
is noticeable and several of the heavy Wag- 
jnerian pieces played Friday night sounded 
far more harmonious than they did before 
the wires were put in place. 

Manager Gaiennie said that he thought 
the wires would have the desired effect 
when all up. ’ 

‘In the music hall we first tried horizon- 
tal wires,"’ said he, ‘‘but had little success 
with them because they were not over the 
band, but in front of it. After that we 
hung them perpendicularly and got exactly 
the results desired. In the Coliseum it is 
possible to put the horizontal wires right 
over the band, between the instruments 
and the roof, which is far better than the 
Way they were in Music Hall. 

‘You will hear no more objections about 
echoes now, and everybody will be satisfied 
with the acoustics in the Coliseum.”

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BEAT OFFICER HIMMELES., 


Patrolman Still in Bed From the Beat- 
ing, but the Court Officers Say 
There Is “Nothing | iz: 
the Case ’”’ 


Joseph Kolley’s pull in the police courts 
is sufficient to prevent his being punished 
for the offenses he has been charged with. 

When Acting City Attorney Pitzer, at 
Justice Zimmerman’s Carondelet  poiice 
court, nollie prossed two cases against Ko!l- 
ley Saturday the peculiar manner in which 
justice is meted out was brought to light. 

Patrolman Himmeles of the Sixth Dis- 
trict, who was a principal witness for the 
city, could not be present. He was con- 
fined to his bed as the result of injuries 
Sept. 10, and a doctor's 
certificate so stating was presented to the 
court, 

According to the police Kolley was ar- 
restgd on the morning of Sept. 10. Kolley 
igs a) br.cklayer and then boarded with Mrs. 
Mary Stumpf at 4044 Finney avenue. On 
the morning mentioned he went to his 
boarding house drunk. Something offended 
him anda he began hurling bricks through 
the windows. swearing at Mrs. Siuincef. 
and otherwise crea.ing a disturbance. Mrs. 
Stumpf ran out on the street and met 
Patrolman Himmeles. She asked him to 
arrest Kolley 

Himmeles peaneted to do his duty, but 
found Kolley in a towering rage. The 
drunken mat Would fot submit to arrest, 
tait was willing to fight. The policeman 
and the man went at it hammer and tongs. 
Koiliey was the nioré powerful “dd he got 
Himmeles down and kicked him viciously 
in the abdomen several times. 

Patrolman David Moon heard the dis- 
turbance and he arrived in time to prevent 
Himmelesg being kil.ed. Kolley was finally 
arrested and locked "2 at the Sixth Dis- 
trict Police Station. he charges of dis- 
turbing the peace and resisting an officer 
were preferred against him and the cases 
were.docketed in the Dayton Street Police 
Court, 

Three times the cases were continued— 
twice On motion of defendant and once 
because Patrolman Himmeles was. unable 
to be present. Then a change of venue 
was taken to Carondelet and the case was 
docketed for Saturday. Himmeles was 

ill confined to his bed and’ Moon had a 

octor’s certificate to show this. Moon 
was much surprised after presenting the 
certificate to learn that Acting Assistant 
City Attorney Pitzer had entered a nolle 
prosequi in both cases. He demanded of 
the attorney to know the reason. The.only 
ans@er he got was that ‘“‘there was noth- 
ing in the case.’ 

Two years ago Kolley was arrestted for 
killing a negro porter at the White Oak 
saloon at Seventeenth and Pine streets. He 
was not punished for this. 

One year ago last July, Kolley was ar- 
rested by Patrolman Moon at Finney and 
Vandeventer avenues, There was the 
usual fight and two charges were pre- 
ferred. The case was docketed in Judge 
Stevenson's court, but a change of venue 
was taken, this time to Judge Peabody. On 
the day the case was to be tried Patrol- 
man Moon was on hand to prosecute. He 
found the case had been. ndlle prossed by 
Assistant City Attorney Melgs. That 
official was asked why the action was 
taken. Mr. Meigs made no reply to the 
policeman.
